Heavier infestations oc- 
cur on the north slopes and 
are best recognized by a 
purlish coloring of the 
infested area. As develop- 
ment progresses, black 
‘‘slicks’’ appear on slopes 
that have been denuded of 
plant life by the heavy feed-

“Newly elected congressman from the 18th district, 
Bob Mathias, has gone right to work in Washington to 
fulfill one of his campaign pledges - to do something 
about the cost-price squeeze that is getting tighter and 
tighter around farmers. 

n House Concurrent Resolution #101, Mathias is urging 
the administration and the agricultural department to 
employ every facility to improve farm prices in order 
to build a strong and viable market economy for agricul- 
ture. 

“I felt it was essential to offer this resolution early in 
the 90th Congress because it seems apparent that the 
Administration places a very low priority on the nation’s 
agriculture.’’ Mathis states. 

“Secretary of Agriculture Freeman has continually 
depressed grain and livestock prices by dumping govern- 
ment-owned commodities on the market, while at the same 
time Administration domestic policies have pushed farm 
production costs to record highs. 

“‘With farm prices now at only 77 per cent of parity and 
the farmer earning only about 60 percent as much as his 
counterpart in the city, the Administration seems content 
when the American farmer receives less and less for his 
efforts.”’ 

Mathias points out that this is not a partisan issue, nor 
is it entirely an agriculture issue, since the state of the 
farm economy has a direct and important bearing on the 
economy of all related industries and businesses. 

With farmers becoming fewer and fewer in numbers, 
thus less and less an influence when votes are counted, 
the problems of agriculture become tougher and tougher 
in so far as legislation is concerned.

This same 
stuff also fertilizes your lawn’. 
so all you need to do is borrow 
ten dollars and our spreader. 
Then get at it before you chick- 
en out and sneak back in the 
house. 

If you need some instant 
color to offset a winter with- 
out bloom we recommend well 
started plants of primrose or 
cyclamen which come loaded 
with flowers. These make even 
the amateur appear to have a 
green thumb unaffected by win- 
ter. Especially good for visit- 
ing eastemers just emerging 
from twenty feet of snow. 

Really hardy plants for 
later color are available as 

‘canna roots which grow to be 
canna lilies. These are espe- 
cially nice hybrid ones in sep- 
arate colors and either in low 
or taller forms. They may be 
planted out in full sun with a 
minimum of care and a maxi- 
mum of result. You might even

County Taxes 
Are Now Payable
